Summer Dangers. 


There is a familiar rale of action that one 
should beware a little of what one likes too 
well, and, at this season particularly, dan- 

's lurk in one's favorite tastes and predi 
p indulged to excess, Whut at 
first sight appears to be as harmless as water 
may not seem so innocuous when we remem- 
ber that water itself, when imbibed in too 
large quantities, is far from hariless 
Though it has been proved that strong 
drinks arc not strengthening, it is by no 
means certain that weak driuks are not 
akening, It is lovers of water, not of 
wine, who at this season of the rare 
most apt to be immoderate drinkers, and to 
suffer from the indulgence of this enticing 
habit. The feverish lives we lead, added to 
the feverish life which jost at present nature 
is leading, and in which we foréed to 
participate, creates a thirst which we are 
apt to gratify at almost every hour of the 
day. ‘Tho elfects on the systew are akin to 
what they would be on a plant which is wat 
ered a dozen times daily, ‘The times in 
which ice-water is most frequently drank, 
and in which it is most harmful, are during 
meals and immediately before and after 
them. As the temperature of the stomach 
at which digestion takes place is frou 98° to 
100° (Fahrenbeit) it must be seen that a 
liquid which reduces that temperature at 
least 30° cannot fail to be injurious, and if 
regularly indulged in to give rise to distress- 
ing disorders, Temporary indigestion is of 
itself no trivial affliction, anid this if habitu- 
ally induced and encourage! may casily be 
come chronic. ‘Those who form the habit— 
ani it is not a difficult one—of drinking as 
much cool, not ice cold, water on retiring to 
reat and rising in the morning as can com- 
fortably be borne will escape tho dangers 
which threaten those who daily do violence 
the alreudy sorely persecuted digestive 
process. 

Another way in which the use of water is 
injurious is in bathing, not ton often, but 
tov long at a time. When the bath is fol 
lowed by a sense of Jassitade it is an indica 
tion thut it has been used not so much for 
cleanliness’ as for coolness’ sake, and itis in 
sudden and protracted lowering of the tem- 
wrature that the danger lies, The same 
evil should be guarled against in midsam 
mer evenings, After the heat of the day 
}the cool air is very ph ant, bat like all 
| pleasant things it must be used with discre 
tion, Nature abhors cold, or, if the 
tists object to the wording of this phrase, 
we will change it to read, nature abhors the 
absence of heat. By means of fire and food, 
of clothing and climate, she guards us against 
it, and increases the warmth of the borly by 
every movement it makes. With her heat 
| and cold are not a matter of comfort and «is 
comfort—they matter of life and 
death,

The Prevention of War. 


The principle of international arbitration, 
thongh iv has made but slight headway as 
yet, has prevented several disastrous wara, 
and fully justified the wisdom and humanity 
of those who have been instrumental in its 
advocacy, One of its foremost promotera, 
M, de Molinari, of Paris has lately come for- 
ward with a kindred measure for the pre- 
veution of war, which is exciting great at 
tention in Europe. It may be described 
briefly as compulsory arbitration, His 
scheme is that the countries which have most 
to lose by the wars of others should organize 
as a league of neutrals for the purpose of in- 
terfering to prevent threatened hostilities. 
He includes in the list England, Holland, 
Belgiuin, Denmark, and Switzerland, whose 

ral interests are all in favor of peace, 
and who among them could put a million 
men in the field. 

The idea is that when any nation shows a 
disposition to wantonly assail another, this 
tremendous moral and physical force should 
be thrown into the scale of the power at- 
tacked, Such a league, if carried out, woul 
speedily put an endtowar. M. de Molinari 
is probably a generation or two in advance 
of the age, and his plan for keeping the peave 
by international policemen is not likely to 
be adopted yet awhile. But some day the 
same principles adopted by society for sup- 
pressing assaults and duels,will be applied 
on a large scale to the belligerent nations. 
There ought to be some way by which the 
vast majority of the peacably disposed can 
suppress the few whose inclinations or in- 
terests urge them to fight.—Vews.

“Stono of Destiny,” the ‘“ Pillow of Evi 
and Jacob's Pillow” are the sev- 

ven toastone of remarkable 
!] antiquity, which lies embedded beneath the 
seat of the coronation chair in Westminster 

Abbey, upon which Queen Victoria set forty- 

nine years ago last Tuesday (Jun , 1838), 

When af a slender and inexperienced girl of 

nineteen, she went through with becoming 

grace the pompous ceremony of coronation 
as Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
again, less than two weeks ago, was occu- 
pled by her during a portion of the cere- 
monies of the jubilee celebration of her ac 
cession to the throne, a year and a week 
prior to the formality of being crowned. 

the chair itself is a io of great interest, 
but in that marvelous Abbey, so crowded 
with legends and memories, it scarcely ob- 
tains more than a passing glance from the 
visitor, That rude chair, once gilt and em- 
blazoned with color, contains the old cor- 
onation-stone of Scotland ; a sacred ston 
which, according to aatiquarian lore, Forgu 
the first king of Scotland, brought from ire. 
land asa palladium of his race, It is called 
the “ Stone of Destiny,” because a prophetic 
rune has attached itaelf to it for some 2,400 
ears, The verse is in tho Irish-Coltic dialect, 
and was rendered by Sir Walter Scott thus: 

* Unless the fates are faithless grown, 
And prophet’s voice be vain, 
Where'er ia found the sacred stone 
The Scottish race shall reign.” 

Some Irish scholars maintain thatthe word 
scuite in the last line, translated by Sir 
Walter “‘ Scottish,” is derived from neither 
Scots nor Scythians, and that its meaning as 
given in old Irish dictionaries is a *‘wauder- 
er,” thus cerrying the prophecy far back of? 
tho time of the first Scottish king. Again, 
while the word-lia is Irish for stone, the 
word phail is Hebrew, and is a scriptural 
word of deep theologicalimport. It signifies 
“wonderful” and is frequently used in Holy 
Writ to convey to the mind of man the in- 
sorutable character of the act, and thought, 
and power of the Godhead. ton there- 
fa the words mean the “Stone Wonder- 
al.”

According to bardic tradifion the stono 
was said to emit mysterious sounds when 
touched by the rightful heir to the crown, 
and when an Irish colony inyaded North 
Britain and founded the Scottish monarchy 
there in the sixteenth century the Lia Fail 
was carried thither to give more solemnity to 
the coronation of the king,and more security 
to his dynasty, 

The degencs of this venerable stone, how- 
ever, go back to a period long antedating its 
first uso in Ireland. Tradition avers that it 
is tho identical stone upon which the patri- 
arch Jacob rested his head on the plain of 
Luz, when he beheld the vision of the lad- 
der, and which he ‘set up for a pillar and 
poured oil upon it.”

_ It issaid tohave rested in past ages in 
Spain, and Gathelus, the Spanish King, a 
contemporary of Romulus, is credited with 
having sent it along with his son when he 
invaded Ireland. Edward I. took it from 
cone Abbey, in Scotland, together with the 
cottish crown and aceptre and solemnly of- 
fored them atthe shrine of Edward the 
Confewser, at Westminsterin, 1297, In the 
reign of Edward IIT. it was agreed that this 
famous stone should be restored to the Scots, 
but when the trophy was about to be remov- 
ed from Westminster Abbey, the mob of 
London rose in @ riotous manner and pro- 
vented its removal. ‘The relic is a specimen

The transmission of power by electricity 
opens up a field of vast possibilities, Ac- 
cording to a recent writer: ‘The time 
will como when every waterfall, every mill 
stream, and every rivulet even can be utiliz- 
ed as a motive force in cities, towns and 
villages.

THE “THOUSAND ISLANDS.” 


A Graphio Desoription of the Natural For- 
mation and Scenery of the 
Famous Resort. 


“The humming-bird has now laid its oggs

The chalet, whither we were bound,

quite so gracoful in its design, or so dainty 
in ite appointments as» the one in which we 
were fortunate enough to tix our hoadquart 
ers. Dozens of such cottages now stud the 
pretticst parts of the various channels, and 
it is locally fashionable to ran them down 
as disfiguring and modernizing » beautiful 
piece of rustic wild scenery. For my own 
part, though I have known the Islands in 
timately from childhood upward, and can 
remember them when thelr only inhabitants 
were minks and musquash, and their staple 
prodacts blueber and wildflowers, I do 
not think the quaint little cottages and the 
wooden Wenigalowe are anything other (in 
most cases) than improvements to the dis. 
trict, AndIam rathera Puritan, too, in 
this matter of wildness, I hate the intru 
sive foot of civilization. But civilization, as 
it shows itself among the Thousand Islands, 
is not intrusive; it rather heightens than 
detracts from the total impression. By 
themselves, the islands tend toward same 
ness ; a graceful chalet, a light wooden toy 
farm-house, a white, gleaming lighthouse, 
judiciously planted on a jutting height, and 
well embowered in spruce fir and maples, 
give individuality and distinctiveness to the 
picture, and supply the landscape with 
what it otherwise sadly lacks—points de re 
pere—in the tangled maze of wood and 
water. Every view is all the better for an 
occasional landmark ; the wildest nature is 
somewhat improved by a stray token of 
man’s occupancy and the possibility of inter.

The fact 
is, all the islanders are there as summer 
visitors only ; each possesses but a tiny 
realm of his own, often beautifully varied, 
but always readily exhausted of its native 
interest ; and the whole charm of the spot 
would evaporate entirely if proprietors in- 
sisted with ungrained British churlishness 
upon their legal right to shut themselves in 
from landless humanity with the effectual 
protest of a high brick wall. Accordingly, 
everybody always lands freely, no man 
hindering, upon evefybody else's privaté 
island ; and the day is mostly passed in

as the’ Thousand Islands. The range con- 
sists of numerous crouching, ice-worn 
mounds or hillocks, shaped exactly like a 
pig’s back—or, to be more respectful, let us 
say an clephant’s, or a basking whale’s— 
while in between them lie deep grooves, or 
valleys equally ice-worn, all running paral- 
lel and scratched alike, as is necessarily 
the case with the grooves due to the down- 
ward movement of a single great glacier or 
ice-sheet. Now, the average width of the 
St. Lawrence under normal circumstances, 
when it isn’t trying, Yankee fashion, to doa 
big thing, is about a mile or a mile anda 
half. Mut when it encounters this belt of 
ancient ice-worn gneis, with its accompany- 
ing dales, it spreads itself out into a sort of 
encumbered lake some ten or fifteen miles 
wide, filling up the grooves and interstices 
between the rounded humps, but leaving 
the higher mounds or hillocks themselves 
as tiny islands intersected by endless 
miniature channels, The name Thousand 
Islands is by no means duo to characteristic 
American exaggeration ; the official survey, 
made for the 
TREATY OF GHENT 

gives the number as sixteen hundred and 
ninety-two, and they extend for forty miles 
down the river from Kingston to Brockville, 
in a perpetual succession of beautiful pic- 
tures. 

If the islands and islets still remained 
merely in their original condition, as round 
ed, dome-shaped knolls, clad with pine and 
maple and Virginia-creeper, rising hump- 
like in slow slopes from the water’s edgo, 
they would still be extremely romantic and 
picturesque. But they are far more than 
this, The ceascless action of the river at 
their sides, aided by the disintegrating 
frosts of winter, and the pressure of the ice- 
packs when the lake “ breaks up” in carly 
spring (exactly as if it were an academy for 

oung gentlemen in the Eastef holidays), 
Yee cut many of their edges into steep little 
cliffs, fantastically weathered, as granite 
almost always weathers, into beautiful 
broken crags and pinnacles. Thus the cliffs 
often spring sheer from the surface of the 
water, worn by rain and frost into quaint, 
jutting shapes, and with rare ferns and 
flowers and creepers hanging out here and 
there from their creviced nooks, The sum 
mits remain for the most part smooth and 
polished by the old ice-action; and the con- 
trast between their bald, round surfaces, 
almost gray with age and lichens, and the 
jagged and ruddy outline of the more recent 
fractures, makes an extremely bold and 
effective element in the total picture. The 
islets are also of every imaginable shapo, 
sizo, and grouping—some of them big 
enough to hold two or three farms, and 
others of them 1ising solitary from’ mid 
stream, crowned by a single waving stem 
en Canadian Galante riace laciian {au examplo, 
a moro bare pinnacle of mouldering rock ;

Our last words to the British tourists 
who, stirred by my natural and indigenous 
énthusiasm, may perhaps contemplate some 
day visiting and exploring the Thousand 
Islands. Don't for a moment suppose that 
the islands can be adequately seen from the 
deck of one of the big lake steamers that ply 
up and down between Montreal, Kingston, 
andToronto. Thisis the stereotyped British 
tourist way of seeing them, and nothing 
could be flatter or more disappointing. If 
you take them 80, I do not doubt you will 
come away objurgating mo by all your do- 
mestic deities, The steamer sticks to one 
or other of the two main channels, which 
are wide and deep, and comparatively unon- 
cumbered by rocks and islands ; it avoids 
the tiny minor reaches, rich in endless sur- 
prises and varying vistas which constitute 
the real charms and beauty of this fantas- 
tic, fairy-like region, No, no! to see the 
islands properly, you must live on one of 
thom for several days at least, and row up 
and down among the lost side-channels and 
tangled back-waters, exploring the petty 
bays and inlets, and occasionally losing your 
way altogether among the endless intricac 
of that maze of water. But if you can not 
afford the time to seo them thus, you should 
at least spend a day or two at Clayton or 
Gananoque, and take the ‘round trip” on 
tho little excursion-steamer, ‘‘ Island Wan 
derer," which threads its way in and out 
through the loveliest windings of the land- 
locked river.

The Discoverer of Spectacles. 


Fower inventions have conferred » gre: 
blessing on the human race than that which 
assists impaired vision, It is impossible to 
say how many there are at the present day 
whose lives would be almost riisialags were 
it not for the use of spectacles, Indeed, Dr, 
Jonson rightly oxpressed his surprise, that 
such  benofactor as the discoverer of spec 
tacles should have been regarded with in 
difference, and found no worthy biographer 
to celebrate his ingenuity. Unfortunately, 
howover, his name is a matter of much un 
certainty ; and, hence. a grateful posterity 
have been provented bestowing upon nis 
momory that honor which it has so richly 
merited. But it may be noted thyt popular 
opinion has long ago pronounced in favor of 
Spina, a Florentine monk, as tho rightful 
claimant, although some are in favor of Rog 
er Bacon. Monsieur Spoon, in his ‘Re 
soarches Curiouses d’Antiquite,” fixes the 
date of invention of spectacles between the 
yoars 1280 and 1311, and saya that Alex 
ander de Spina, having seen a pair made by 
some other person who was unwilling to 
communicate the secret of their construction 
ordorod a pair for himaelf, and found them 
#o weefal that he cheerfully and promptoly 
made tho invention public. According 
Italian antiquary, the person to whom Spina 
was indebted for his information was Salvi 
no, who died in the year 1318, and ho quotes 
from a manuscript in his posaceaton an ept 
taph which record# the circumstance 
‘Hero lion Salvino Armoto d’Armati, of 
Florence, the inventor of spectacles. May

Starving a Jury. 

Jurymen are better off in these times 
than in the good old days when it was the 
law to endeavor to starve them into a verdict 
It is bad enough now to be put to loss of 
time and money, with little or inadequate 
recompense, without being starved or fined 
into the bargain, In the early of the 
reign of Heary VIII. Lord Chief-Justice 
Reed tried an action when on circnit in 
which the jury were locked up, but before 
giving their verdict had eaten and drank, 
which they all confessed. This being report- 
ed to the Judge be fined them each heavily 
and took their verdict, In Hilary Term, 
Sixth Henry VIIL, the caseca me up before 
the full Court of Queen’s Bench ona joint 
motion to set aside on the ground of infor- 
mality of trial, the jury having eaten when 
they should have fasted, and next remit the 
fines under the pevuliar circumstances of 
the case. The jury averred that they 
had made up their minds in the case before 
they ate, and had returned into Court with 
a verdict, but, finding theyLord Chief-Justice 
had ‘‘run ont to see « fray.” and not knowing 
when he might come back, they had refresh- 
ment. The court confirm both the 
verdict and the fines. In ‘* Dyer’s Reports 
a. caso is reported of a jury who retired to 
consider their verdict, and when they came 
back the bailiff informed the Judge that 
some of them (which he could not ape 
had been feeding while locked up. th 
bailiff abd jury were sworn, and the pockets 
of the latter were examined, when it ap) 
ed that they all had about them ‘* pippins, 
of which ‘some of them confessed they had 
eaten, and the others said Shey had not.” 
All were severely reprimanded, and those 
who had eaten were fined I2s. each, and 
those who had not were fined 6s. each, ‘ for 
that they had them in their pockets.”

these one hundred and twenty were killed, 
aud few of the others escaped without hurt. 
When one considers the character of the ac- 
cident, the awful shock, the instantaneous 
piling up and amashing up into fragments of 
heavy passenger coaches, the wonder is not 
that many were killed, but that any human 
wing, not to speak of hundreds, came out 
alive. Fortunately there were uo lighted 
ateves in the wreck tw fire the train, but 
there was the danger that the burning frag- 
ments of the bridge would fire the tly 
wreck, This terrible calamity was, ie v 
r, avert d by the passengers in the sleep 
ers, who, happily, had been saved by the 
sacrifice of the forward cars. One horrible 
feature of the affair was that a band of mis 
creants deliberately plundered the dead and 
dying while the surviving passengers were 
fivhting the flames, This fact has apparent 
ly given rise to the ugly suspicion that the 
bridge was fired by incendiaries in order 
that an opportunity for plunder might be 
found, It is to be hoped that this suspicion, 
natural enough under the circumstances of 
the case, will prove to be unfounded The 
long contivued drought from which this 
continent has suffered must have made the 
timbers of the bridge very inflammable and 
a live coal from a passing engine or a burn- 
ing match sale thrown down would be 
quite sufficient to account for the fire. The 
real cause of the accident was the cheap con- 
struction of the road, Instead of a wooden 
bridge a stone culvert should have spanned 
the ne ditch, There are thousands of such 
wooden railway bridges all over this coutin 
ent, however, and although fortunately they 
are but seldom burned, they are always dan 
gerous, 

For the credit of human nature we are 
glad to find that the engineers who have 
been inqniring into the cause of the Chats 
worth catastrophe have come to the conclu 
sion that the incendiary theory has no foun 
‘lation whatever. Let us hope that the 
stories of the robbery uf the dead, thewount! 
ed and those straggling for dear life in the 
wrecked cars were monstrous exaggerations.

“The area under crop this year in wheat 
is placed at 432,134 acres, as against 354,441 
last year, and.

viel will be nearer 30 bushels than 2 
the barley is better than ever before, 
ilar reports come from all quarters. South- 
ern, and South-western Manitoba are abso 
utely jubilant,.and from every part of the 
Province the same glowing stories of good 
prospects flow in. Everyone is making 
the harvest fields. The towns are conse- 
quently deserted, The machines are already 
among the grain, and the welcome click and 
buzz of reapers and harvesters: fill the ears. 
Even the steam threshers are being rapidly 
got ready for the tremendous work which 
lies before them, 

That the harvest will he earlier than usu- 
Al is not accounted tor altogether by the sea 
aon of good weather. ‘The total acreage un- 
‘ler crop this year is somewhere in the re: 
giourof 700,000, and a glance at the official 
report shows that while tho arca of fail 
ploughing has increased, ploughing in the 
aprivg has become much less popular. The 
farmers of the Provinces are fully alive to 
the necessity of getting in their crops at t 
earliest moment possible, and to that fact, 
no doubt, is partly due the early harvest. 

But whatever may be the causes, the ef 
fect is abundantly pleasing. Our crop beats 
anything on record. We expect to seq it

Why’ Gladstone will not visit 
America. 


An Ottawa special despatch to the Mon 
treal Witness says:—The Hor, Edward Blake 
isa varie at friend of Mr stone, and 
was his guest when in Eugland some time 
ago. Ho waa recently shown a newspaper 
paragraph stating it was probable that Mr. 
Gladstone woulil shortly visit the United 
States: Regartiing it he said, I do not 
believe that Mr. Gladstone will ever visit 
America, though tremendous pressure has 
been put upon him to doso from time to time 
during the past few years. Thequestion has 
frequently been earnestly discussed by his 
farnily and friends and has always been de- 
cided it the negative, not because Mr, Glad- 
stone fears the effects of an ocean voyage, 
for he is a capital sailor, but because his 
friends feel the necessity of safeguarding his 
health and voice against unnecessary risks 
and strain, and kuow that if he were to cross 
the Atlautic, the great friendlinoss of the 
American people towards him would cause 
great strain to his voice—the grand voice 
which set the hills anid braesicdes of Scotland 
ringing, crossed the ‘Tweed and awakened 
echoes in millions of English hearts, aroused 
unbounded enthusiasm in Wales and ca 
Ireland by storm. His many invitations t 
visit the States w regarded seriously, dis 
cussed anxiously and declined reluctantly. 
If he came be would no doubt have had the 
most magnificent recepticn ever accorded 4 
stranger on American soil; but he would 
cither have proved dreadfully disappomting 
to his friends on this side, or else would have 
been broken down in health by the strain 
put upon him by frequent speating, When 
I was in England I had several conversations 
with the Gladstone family upon the subject, 
and the opinion was unanimous that his voice 
must bo spared in view of the great work re 
maining for him to do before Home Rule is 
consummated. ‘Lhe people of Ireland look 
to him alone among British statesmen for re 
lief, and he must save himself for that work 
Mr. Blake waa consulted by Mr, Gladstone 
when framing his Homo Rule bill of lnat 
your and suggested some of ite clauses.

“The Rainfall. 


One of the most important factors in crop 
production is the descent, when needed, of 
‘the early and latter rain.” 
has been seasonably and thoroughly attend- 
ed to; after the land has been well prepared 
and the seed put in properly, the timely 
showers must come if the grain is to get a 
good start. And, later on, when the young 
plant is mustering all its energies for the su- 
preme effort of its existence—the develop: 
ment and ripening of the seed, which consti- 
tutes the really valuable part of the crop, 
how ueccasary it iv that abandant rain 
should come. 

There are sections of country on this con- 
tincnt—California for example, where the 
uncertainty of rain is the one dark, ominous 
cloud that hangs over the husbandman’s lot 
If it rain sufficiently, all is well; if not, cat- 
tle and sheep will dio before the eyes of their 
owners, and the seed which has been sown 
never show itself above ground at all. If 
those regions could be insured a regular and 
avondant rainfall they would realize in at- 
tractiveness and surpass in fertility and love 
liness the glowing descriptions we often reat 
in the adyertisements of land agents and 
real estate speculators, True of the most 
auspicious seasons, they are offset by the 
state of things when rain is scant or fails to 
come at all, People who are. dissatistied 
with their lot in this country often fail to 
take such things into account, when tempted 
to make a change with a view of bettering 
their condition. They should consider well 
the question, '* Whether 'tis better to endure 
the ills we have, or fly to others that we 
reck not of.” We sometimes have ‘dry 
spells” here in Canada, but we literally kuow 
nothing of the dire horrors of ar J dry aght, 
such as sometimes visits certain portions of 
the North American continent 

There is reason to believe that the rainfall 
is more fitful and less to be depended on here 
in Canada than used to be the case in former 
years, and that this ia the result of the clos 

have been made seems beyond

“Well,” said P., ‘fin the year 1860 or 
thereabout I was taking the pay of our Sov- 
ereign Lady, and giving no small share of 
very hard work for it, in her Majesty’s 
colony of British Columbia.

folk to be turning their faces South. Men 
who had done well began to think of the 
amenities of the saloons and billiard halls 
of Victoria; if very well, they dreamed of 
even ‘Frisco as a place of hybernation ! while 
men who had been avoided by the quick 
wings of fortune were fain to balance the 
prospect of taking the down road only to 
remeasuro its weary miles after a long win- 
ter, against that of hybernating in the 
society ot icicles and treemartins. 

‘Tt cost more money then to insure the 
safe transport of ‘dust’ from,the mines to 
the lower country. The smart red jackets 
of the gold escort had to be paid for as 
smartly ; nor, if the truth must be told, was 
the security so provided altogether equal to 
that of a Chubb’s safe in a bank cellar.

« Well, we got down in time to Wil 
liams’s Lake, a broad valley, with two 
ranches or farms about a mile apart, where 
onions at fifty conts apiece and milk (those 
two anti-scorbutio longings of the man of 
ork and beans) were to be obtained—a 
Poretasto of the luxuries of the lower coun 
try.

EX-EMPRESS CARLOTTA. 


No Truth in the Stories of Her Restoration 
to Sanity. 


Referring to current reports that the 
mental condition of ex-Empress Carlotta, 
widow of the unfortunate Maximilian, was 
improving, a Brussels correspondent says : 
—lI recently visited the village of Buchout, 
five miles from-here, where she has resided 
since the burning down of her residence at 
Tervueren three years ago. There was o 
religious procession going on which, accor 
ding to old custom, has taken place for two 
centuries every second Sunday in July. ‘The 
ae ssion, with statues of saints and the 

Virgin, proceeded as usual to the chapel at 
the castle. Princess Carlotta witnessed the 
sight from a window, caged in by thin bars, 
her ladies in waiting holding each of her 
hands. Physically she appeared well, though 
she is becoming very grey. She wore a 
mauve silk dress and white cap, which she 
believes to be the same that she wore at 
the time of Maximilian’s death. On the 
passage of each statue she nodded her head 
absently in a doll-like, mechanical way, 
and when the procession was fading away 
she followed it with her eyes; but her ap- 
pearance and the information I gathered on 
the spot show that her mental condition is 
becoming worse rather than better, The 
Queen of the Belgians, the King and the Count 
of Flanders frequently visit her, tho latter 
sponding at least two days at Buchont every

Porato Cakrs.—Peel twelve good sized 
potatoes, grate fine, add two eggs, teaspoon- 
Fur of salt one cup of flour, and. enough 
milk to make a batter; bake on griddle 
irons, well greased. 


Carsur.—To a gallon of ripe tomatoes, 
put four tablespoons fino salt, four of ground 
black popper, three of ground mustard, 
half tablespoon allspice, samo of ground 
cloves, six red peppers ground fine ; sim 
mer the whole slowly with a pint of vine 
gar three or four hours, then strain through 
a sicve, bottle and cork tight.

Abont 12:30 oclock the other morning 
Hong Di, the Chinese domestio who murder- 
ed Mrs. Billiou at St John, Cal., some time 
ago, was taken from jail und hanged by a 
mob, Tho mardorer had been on trial for 
soveral days, and a verdict of guilty was re 
turned on Saturday, the jury fixing the 
punishment at imprisonment for life. Mrs. 
Binion, her two daughters, and William 
Woaver, head servant man, were sitting at 
supper when the door of the dining room was 
thrown open by Hong Di, the cook, who 
levelled a Winchester rifle at Weaver and 
shot him through the shoulder, He fell on 
the floor, and asecond shot went through 
Mrs, Billiou’s. bead, killing her instantly. 
Both daughters fled to an adjoining room 
and escaped nninjured. 

Tho Chinaman tled, and Weaver monaged 
fpigét on hla Teak "and alookiithe doors No 
trace of the murderer could be found for 
nearly a week, when he was found on the 
bark of the Sacremento River, nearly stary- 
ed to death. On hearing tho verdict the 
cxpivell ecatan exenpank tor Su hentia eae 
fused to accept the decision’ of the Jury, 
and a wild scene at once began, Almost 
every man present was armed, and in an in- 
stant ahundred pistols were drawn amid 
cries of Lynch him !” Tho Shoriff jumped 
to his feot and quieted thecrowd long enough 
to say that, while he disapproved of; the 
verdict, he hoped nv blood would be shed in 
court. 

The crowd left the court room and the 
Poney was removed to jail. Soon an ef- 
fort was being made to lynch the Chinaman 
and while the Sheriff and his charge were 
inside a large and determined mob was form, 
ing outside the jail. All day long the crowd 
kept on tho street, but no effort was made 
to get at the prisoner until near midnight. 
At that time the town was alive with 
strangers from surrounding places, including 
the Captain of a steamer and twenty of his 
crew. Citizens were posted at all avenues 
of escape, and about 12:30 o'clock a break 
was made for the jail. Guards had been 
posted by the Sheriff, but as they were in 
sympathy with those on the outside, little 
resistance was made. In afew minntes the 
assassin was in the avengers’ hands. 
Weaver, the man whom Hong Di had shot 
first, was present, rope in hand. The pri- 
soner was at once dragged out and taken to 
the bridge shricking and screamingin terror. 
His cries were addressed to deaf ears. The 
rope was put around his neck despite his 
desperate struggles, half a dozen men raised 
him in their arms, and he was tossed over the 
parapet. Hoe was probably half dead when 
thrown over. Hestruggled feebly for a few 
moments. Shortly afterward the body was 
cut down by order of the sheriff and carried 
to the jail.

that the food sapply of Paris comprised, in 
addition to 261,377 liye oxen, 234,349 
calves, 1,891,871 sheep, 247,105 pigs, 
13,377 horses and 304 donkeys, 152,005 
tons of butchers’ meat, 24,152 tons of pork, 
3 tons of horseflesh, 24,143 tons of 
poultry, 17,559 tons of butter, 5,412 tons of 
cheese, and 4,544 tons of turbot, salmon 
andred mullet. The quantity of other 
kinds of fish consumed is much larger, but 
as they are not subjected to octroi dues 
there are no statistics forthcoming. In 
addition to the above Paris consumed last 
year over 49,000,000 eggs, while in the way 
of liquids the consumption was 87,560,000 
gallons of wine, 3,217,000 gallons of spirits 
and liquors, €,705,000 gallons of cider, 
and 6,120,000 ‘gallons of beer, The gas 
company distributed during the year about 
251,000,000 cubic meters of gas, of which 
about 25,000,000 meters were for the streets 
and public buildings, while the quantity | of 
water supplied from various sources was 
about 150,000,000 cubic meters, there being 
66,000 subscribers to the water rate out of 
about 52,000 householders living in streets 
and squares, avenues, &c., with a total 
length of about 600 milés. Turning to the 
vital statistics, it will be found that the 
number of births during tho your was 
60,636, of whom over 17,000 were illegit- 
imate, while the number of deaths was 
57,092, of which over 10,000 were ‘due to 
pulmonary complaints. The total namber 
of patients in the hospitals during the year 
was 130,765, of whom 13,920 died. There 
were 20,€04 marriages and 488 divorces. 
Circulation inside Paris was upon a larger 
soule than over before,the Omnibus Company 
having carried over 191,000,000 passengers, 
while nearly 50,000,000 traveled by the 
two independent tramway lines. ‘Tho boats 
on the Seine carried about 20,000,000 
passengers, while between 17,000,000 and 
18,000,000 used *the circular railway.

It is 
deliberately keeping up the colour line by 
the very people all whose interests lie in its 
being effaced as speedily and as effectually 
as possible. Why should the coloured peo- 
ple, as such, take any action at all? They 
are all citizens with their varied tastes and 
proclivities. Why shonld they not join 
with their fellow citizens of all classes and 
all colours, according as their tastes or prin- 
ciples may suggest? It would be just as 
sensible for all white people with brown 
hair or large ears to meet in convention, so 
as to sovtle what they may be inclined to do 
about the President. Let the coloured peo- 
ple mingle with their white fellow citizens 
in all political and social discussions. Let 
them, according to the best of their judg- 
ments, co-operate with others to secure the 
election of the best men for public offices, 
whatever their colour and whatever their 
creed.

Around the World in Fifty-three Days. 


The Russians have keenly felt the disad- 
vantages of their isolated position on the 
Amurand the Pacific coast, and they are 
now preparing to carry into effect the much 
ieee project f r a great Trans-Siberian 
routs, The Council of State, with the Czar’s 
approval, has ordered railroad surveys to be 
made at once from Tomsk to Irkutsk, the 
Amur River and Vladivostock, and next 
spring, while the extension to Tomsk is 
building, it is intended to begin grading and 
track laying east of Tomsk, on the way to 
the Pacific. The work will be in charge of 
Gen, Annenkoff, who has made a brilliant 
reputation as the builder of the Trans-Cas- 
pian Railroad. Five yearsare expected to 
complete the line, and when it is opened St. 
Petersburg will Le within fifteen days’ journ- 
ney of Viadivostock, nearly 5,000 miles 
away. The idea ofa Russian Pacific rail- 
road has seemed almost chimerical. It is 
probable, however, that the project would 
now be considerably advanced had not years 
been wasted in disputes over the con iteBag 
claims of rival towns. The route which wi 
be followed through western Siberia has 
finally been sclected, and there is no doubt 
thatthe Russians fully expect to carry out 
the great undertaking. : 

The completion of this road will so far 
improve the facilities for rapid transit as to 
make the achievement of Jules Verne's 
hero seem rather a tameperformance. Start- 
ing from London the travellerwill be able to 
reach St. Petersburg in less than three 
days, and Yokohama in twenty-three days, 
Acargo of tea has just reached London 
from Yokohama by way of the new Canadian 
Pacific steamer and railroad route in thirty- 
one andahalf days. Itis said that this 
time can be reduced to twenty-seven days.

Curitg Hydrophobia with Chloroform. 


Dr. V.G. Miller of Osage Mission, Kansas, 
an old army surgeon, and practising phys 
cian of a quarter of a century's experience, 
said recently that he had never been called 
on to treat but one case of hydrophobia when 
it wos beyond a doubt that it was a case of 
rabies. “This,” he said , ‘was when I first 
began the practice of medicine, I was called 
one night to see & man who, the messenger 
said, was suffering with intense spasms, and 
nothing that could be done would relicve 
him. I took with me my medicine case, and 
also put into my sack bags a bottle of chloro- 
form containing about three ounces, When 
T arrived I found the patient quiet, with a 
rapid, irregular pulse, but in afew minutes 
he was seized with a paroxysm which it took 
the combined strength of myself and the 
family to control, He frothed at the mouth, 
snapping and snarling like a dog. As soou 
as ho was quict I began to ask questions of 
the family, and soon found that he had been 
bitten by antrange dog that came into the 
cow lot one morning and was snapping at the 
cattle. Ho attempted to drive the animal 
out, but the dog turned on him and, jumping 
up, inflicted a slight wound on his left arm, 
It was nothing more than a scratch, had 
howled up ina day orso, and nothing more 
was thought of it. From the description of 
the dog I was confident that it was the samo 
that a few before had been killed in the 
neighborhood undoubtedly mad, and I could 
no longer doubt what was the mattor 
with my patient, 5

Ho soon camoto, the spasm atill on 
him, and I again treated him in the samo 
way. Thial continued during the remainder 
of the night and until 9 o'clock tho next 
morning, using up all the chloroform I had 
and sonding for a now supply sovoral timos, 
using in allabout three pounds, At 9 o' ‘clock 
the noxt morning the patient went to rleop,

Russia's Siberian Railway. 


A very impartant decision in Russian 
railway construction has just been come to 
regarding a scheme which has often bech 
ridiculed as utterly incapable of present 
realization, The great ‘' through Siberian 
railway” right away to the Pacific is to be 
commenced at last. The prolongation of 
the railway now in progress through Eka- 
terinburg and Tiumen, will shortly be met 
by several other lines, laid across the Si- 
berian plains from the port of Viadivostock. 
On Monday last the emperor approved the 
decision of the state council to make im- 
mediate surveys for the laying of a railway 
from Tomsk to Irkutsk and Stretinsk, the 
last town on the Shilka, an affluent to the 
Amoor, and from Lake Khanka, or 
Hankoi, to Viadivostock, The surveys and 
construction are to be confined to the minis- 
ter for war, under the 

overnors general of the U; 

district and Eastern Siberia, 

and Gen, Ignatieff. The latter is the brother 
of the famous diplomatist and ex-minister, 
Part of the line is, if possible, to be com- 
menced next spring, and it is estimated 
that the whole may completed in about 
five years. Direct communication will then 
be established by alternate railway and 
water transport between St. Petersburg 
and Russia’s Pacific ports, Cosma 
bout 15 days—from St. Peterburg to Tiu- 
men 5 days, Tiumen'to Tomsk 3 days, Tomak 
to Stretinsk 2 days, Stretinak to Khanka 
Lake, by the Amoor,4 days, and from 
Khanka to Viadivostock 1 day, This 
Siberian Pacific connecting line is of course 
called for by important strategical conai- 
derations.

‘The harvest came in un- 
usually early, reaping becoming quite gener- 
al in the south-western counties during the 
firat week in July, and in the northern 
eastern districts about ten days later. 
wheat was taken off in most cases without a 
drop of rain, ans wax therefore secured in 
excellent condition, ‘The labor supply was 
generally ample, owing to good harvest 
weather and the increasing use of self-bind 
ers and other labor-saving implements. 

Owing to the prolonged beat and drouth, 
barley was reaily for cutting almost as soon 
as fall wheat. Some barley was cut as early 
as the 8th of July, and from the middle to 
the end of the month barvesting was general 
This early matoring had its effect on the ber- 
ry, which is reported as rather small, ant 
likely to prove two or three pounds light in 
the bushel. arly sown came out best, both 
in plumpness and quality. The yield runs 
ull the way from a half to a full crop, and 
the straw was short all over. In the ex- 
tremes of Bruce in the west and the St 
Lawrence counties in the east, cascs of rust 
aro reported; but elsewhere it does not ap 
pear to haye done any harm. ‘The reslecn 
ing feature of the crop is the splen id condi- 
tion in which it was saved; for though lack- 
ing in size and weight, the sample is of a re- 
markably bright color; in fact it is many

Wheat Growing in India. 


The competition of Ind 
ket of Great Britain is a matter of great in- 
terest to wheat growers in the United States 
and Canada, Different accounts of the ca 
pabilities of India as a wheat growing coun- 
try reach us, They are somewhat contra- 
dictory, and it is consequently hard to form 
an intelligent opinion on the subject, Mr. 
Smeaton, Director of Agriculture for the 
North-West provinces of India, has issued 
an interesting note on the subject, which, 
being official, it is to be presumed is reliable. 

The conclusion to which he comes is that 
it is not in cost of production that India is 
at a disadvantage. For the same outlay 
she can raise nearly twenty per cent, more 
grain than America, and of not much in- 
ferior quality, while she has resourcesenough 
in area aud labor to raise sufficient wheat to 
supply the entire demand of the British 
market, It is Mr. Smeaton’s opinion that 
India possesses means to compel the United

Instead of 
the Indian railway system being better for 
the agriculturists than the one of which 
American farmers complain so loudly, it is 
evidently a great deal worse. ‘Tho only asl 
vantage which the wheat grower India 
has over the farmer in America is cheaper 
Inbor. The general application of labor say- 
ing machinery in America will no doubt, in

Mer Baby Boy Lowered Intoa Well and 
Left to Mixerably Perish, 


A young unmarried woman, living in a 
food situation with an Oxfordshire (Ing- 
land) farmer, had with her a boy of 2h 
years. This incumbrance standing in the 
way of her being married, she made up her 
mind to rid herself of it. Obtaining a holi- 
day, she left the farm with her boy, giving 
out that she was about to visit a relat:

When any part of the skin has been fro- 
zen, apply ice, snow or cold water, The vi- 
cinity of a fire and warm room should be 
avoided. If the part blisters, treat it as 
you would a burn. 

A drop of cold water, placed in the lobe 
of the car, will put a stop to hiccough, or if 
this does not produce the desired effect, 
press firmly on the arteries of the wrist, 
where the pulse is felt. 

No person should bathe when the body 
is fatigued by either mental or physical 
labor, or immediately after a meal. For 
bathing purposes, in summer, the water 
should be about 70°, in winter, 80°. 

Tn case of being bitten by a snake or dog, 
suck the wound (spitting it out) bathe it 
with warm water to make it bleed freely. 
Tie a handkerchief around the limb above 
the wound, Giye spirits and water to 
drink, 


Rain: Water. 


Many persons employ rain-water for 
drinking purposes, with the idea that in so 
doing they are availing themselves of one of 
the purest sources of water. The following 
from the Royal Commission, on the Domes- 
tic Water-Supply of Great Britain, is suf- 
ficient to Jessen confidence in rain or cis: 
tern water for domestic purposes, and it 
renders very evident the necessity for filter- 
ing cistern water before using it :— 

“The atmosphere is the recipient of vast 
aggregate quantities of impurity, derived 
partly from the respirations of animals, 
partly from the combustion of enormous 
quantities of fuel, and partly from excre- 
mental dust, the fine particles of which, in 
dry weather, become suspended in the air 
to the extent, over the area of this country, 
of hundreds of tons, and remain there for 
weeks until washed out by rain. Thas 
rain is in reality water which has washed « 
more or less dirty atmosphere. —_It is laden 
with mineral and excrementitious dust, 
zymotic germs, and the products of animal 
and vegetable decay and putrefaction. A 
half pint ot rain-water condenses out about 
3,378 cubic feet of air, and thus in drinkin, 
a tumbler of water, impurities which woul 
only gain access to the lungs in about eight 
days, may be awallowed atonce, On the 
roofs of dwellings this rain-water, which is, 
after all, the ouly source of our water-sup- 
ply, mects with soot and dust; and on the 
fields, manure and all sorts of impurities, 
which is carried down into wells, streams, 
and rivers. These sources in their turn 
are liable to be further contaminated by 
soakings or infilterations from cesspools and 
privies, by deadfish, animals, and de- 
composing weeds, and also on a larger scale 
by the land drainage, sewage, and refuse of 
towns, which flow into our rivers. 


Causes of Sudden Deaths. 


The number of sudden deaths is large, 
perhaps ne so, though the popular 
impression may he false, since the daily 

ress and the telegraph have made a neigh- 
Borhood of the whole land, 

One source of sudden deaths is accidents, 
but many events pass under the head of ac- 
cidents which might have been foreseen, and 
guarded against, Canadians, particularly, 
are apt to take great risks ; for example, in 
their cating, their clothing, their building, 
in crossing railway tracks, and in many 
other ways. 

How careless we are! No staging need 
ever fall, and it would not if proper care 
were tuken in the choice of material and in 
construction. Think of the frightful list of 
deaths resulting from the use of oil poured 
upon a nahin fire to cause it to kindle 
more quickly ! 

With many other cases of sudden death, 
our own personal ills seem at first sight to 
have almost nothing todo. There may bea 
fatal break in the physical machinery at a 
point where weakness has not been suspect- 
ed, The heart, perhaps, becomes unnatur- 
ally enlarged, or its tough, muscular fibre 
turns to fat, and suddenly there is a mortal 
rupture, 

Or the enfeebled heart fails to send blood 
to the brain, and the man drops dead in the 
street, or at his business, or, more fortuna- 
tely, perhaps, in the midst of his family. 

Tn other cases there may be a degenera- 
tion of the cerebral artery, and high living, 
or a glass of wine, or an excitement of pas- 
sion, may arouse the heart to send the blood 
to the (brain with ® forge) too greatfor the 
weakened arterial walls to withstand. 
These walls give way at one or more points, 
the outpoured blood presses against the 
nerve centres, and thus is cut off the neces- 
sary supply of nerve force to vital organs, 
Tho man falls unconscious, and within a few 
days dics. 

We have not space to speak of other 
causes somewhat similar, but in most of 
them the weakness of tho link at which the 
chain breaks is due to over-exertion, to too 
continuous brain-work, to excesses in cating 
and drinking, to passion, to worry, The 
weak spot being ascertained, the fatal re:

A New Shirt Collar Wanted. 


A new form of shirt collar is needed. 
We have noticed the great number of hand- 
kerchiefs that are tucked around men’s 
necks nowadays between the shirt collar 
and the skin of the neck. Some of 
these handkerchiefs look as though they 
have never been devoted to’any other pur- 
se, yot others have the appearance of 
aving seen hard usage, By some men they 
are tucked in with mor2 or less neatness, 
with a corner of the handkerchief on a pre- 
cise line with the top button of the waistcoat. 
Others rumple them and cram them down 
their throats, carelessly producing an effect 
suchas one might imagine would be the 
result of turning the shirt upside down and 
putting its lower end, or skirt, on top. 

This use of the handkerchief has been 

rticularly noticeable during the tremen- 
Arad exertions of the sun during the last 
month to make it hot enough for us—efforts 
which it is needless to say have been emi- 
nently successfu!, But this new style of 
neglige collar is very ugly.

But even tarned-down 
collars are seen to be sheathed with , tho 
handkerchief, and therefore it is plain that 
some very radical change in shirt collars 
is needed, if the same propriety of dress 
which distinguishes men during the win: 
ter to be observed in summer, _ 

Exactly what sort of a collar we want 
for the summer months we will not under- 
take to say. On principle it would ES 
bably have to be at least a twenty inch 
collar, something that would produce the 
effect of being bit offish, of having s 
rather far-away look—in other words, very 
loose. It may be standing or lying down, 
whichever suits the inventor's taste, wad it 
should not be too decollette, It fs not 
necessary that it should be, in order to give 
the neck such freedom that the handker- 
chief which now disfigures itmay be laid 
aside until called upon for its legitimate use 
only, 

To make the collar sufficiently comfortable, 
and yet sufficiently proper, we would sug 
gest that, starting ona twenty-inch basis, 
itshould rise toa height of about three 
inches, witha centrifugal flare of about 
45°.

Its power 
of penetration into wrought iron is esti- 
mated at abouc 41 inches atthe muzzle, 31 
inches at the distance of 1,100 yards, and 
30 inches at 3,000 yarbs.

It is said thatthe next step Ene in 
heavy gun cons truction will be that of a 
150 ton monster, this project being attrib-

half. There are also some guns under con- 
struction which are expected to accomplish 
reat results on somewhat new theories, 
in the case of the one manufactured for Col.
